GENERAL  OBSERVATIONS. 

In  presenting  this  my  Annual  Report  dealing  with  the  work 

carried  out  by4the  Health  Department  for  the  year  1911,  I have, 
for  the  purpose  of  comparison,  carefully  followed  the  lines  of 
previous  Reports  and  the  requirements  of  the  Local  Government 
Board. 

The  taking  of  the  Census  in  April  of  this  year  has 
enabled  me  to  ascertain  what  was  the  exact  population  of  the 
City.  I am  pleased  to  say  that  my  estimated  population  of 
the  City  (48,700)  was  so  near  to  that  given  bv  the  Census 
Returns  (48,660)  that  there  will  be  no  necessity  to  correct  any 
of  the  figures  in  previous  Reports,  and  for  the  purpose  of  this 
Report  I have  taken  the  population  as  48,700. 


General

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The  number  of  houses  at  the  Census  of  1901  was  10,322 
of  which  9,439  were  inhabited-  Since  that  date  1,454  houses 
have  been  built,  making  a total  of  11,776  houses,  of  which  I 
estimate  10,893  to  be  inhabited. 

Taking  the  population  as  48,700  and  the  number  of 
inhabited  houses  in  Exeter,  it  gives  about  4‘4  persons  per, 
house,  while  in  the  Census  of  1901  there  were  five  persons 
per  house. 


GEOLOGICAL  FORMATION. 

The  greater  part  of  the  ancient  City  and  its  immediate 

# 

surroundings  is  built  upon  the  new  red  sandstone— that  to  the 
north  is  on  the  carboniferous  shale,  a portion  of  St.  Leonard’s 
stands  on  gravel,  and  the  eastern  side  on  the  clay.  The 
annexed  parts  of  St.  Thomas’s  Parish  are  chiefly  built  on  the 
old  bed  of  the  Exe,  and  the  sub-soil  is  gravel. 

The  area  of  the  City  is  3,168  acres.  The  density  of 

population  for  the  City  and  County  of  the  City  is  15  per  acre, 

( 

and  reckoning  the  portion  of  the  City  built  upon  at  950 
acres,  we  have  a density  of  population  of  50  per  acre. 
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CLIMATE. 

The  City  is  situated  50  degrees  45  minutes  north  latitude, 
and  3 degrees  41  minutes  west  longitude,  occupying  the  Hat 
summit  and  declivities  of  a ridge-like  hill  which  rises  from 
25’9  feet  above  Ordnance  Datum  at  the  Quay,  to  1.36*5  feet 
at  the  Guildhall,  225 '9  at  Elmside,  and  433*5  at  the  top  of 
Pennsylvania.  The  average  height  being  about  150  feet  above 
Ordnance  Datum. 

About  the  centre  of  the  City  stands  the  ancient  and  noble 

*/ 

Cathedral. 

From  the  elevated  character  of  the  ground  upon  which 
the  City  is  built  great  natural  facilities  are  afforded  for 
drainage  and  ventilation. 

The  neighbourhood  abounds  with  beautiful  scenery  of 
extreme  variety  within  only  a short  distance,  presenting  the 
different  aspects  of  Moor,  Mountain,  and  Woodland  Scenery. 

The  City  though  for  the  most  part  standing  on  high 
ground  is  yet  surrounded  on  every  side  by  bills,  excepting 
the  South-East,  where  the  estuarv  of  the  Exe  opens  to  the 
English  Channel.

From  its  somewhat  elevated,  vet  sheltered  situation,  it

offers  as  an  inland  place  many  advantages  to  those  seeking 
the  South  of  Devon  for  health’s  sake. 

It  combines  on  its  slopes  sheltered  localities,  with  ridges 
of  hill  country,  where  more  bracing  air  can  be  enjoyed. 

The  climate  is  soft,  warm,  mild,  calm,  equable  and  com- 
paratively free  from  storms  ; from  its  latitude  and  positiou  as 
regards  the  Atlantic  it  is  essentially  oceanic. 

The  air,  though  very  often  humid  from  the  general 
prevalence  of  warm  westerly  winds,  is  neither  cold  nor  raw, 
this  kind  of  weather  is  relaxing,  and  though  the  air  is  saturated 
with  vapour  the  accompanying  warm  temperature  takes  from 
it  the  injuriousness  of  a moist  cold  climate. 

During  the  winter  season  the  temperature  is  rarely 
maintained  for  any  length  of  time  at  a degree  so  low  as  to 
render  the  climate  particularly  inclement — frost  only  occasionally 
occurring,  and  then  not  for  any  long  continuance.

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

The  total  number  of  Births  registered  in  Exeter  in  the 
year  1911  was  976,  divided  as  follows  : — 484  males  and  492 
females. 

Of  this  number  31  male  and  42  female  births  were 


certified  as  illegitimate, 
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To  the  976  Births  must  be  added  1 legitimate,  and

deducted  2 legitimate  and  10  illegitimate  Transferable  Births, 
giving  a net  number  of  965.

This  gives  a Birth-rate  of  19*81  per  1yOOO, 

being  0'8  lower  than  that  of  last  year,  and  4'6  below  that  of 
England  and  Wales. 


The  Kegistrar-General,  in  his  summaiy  for  1911,  gives  the 
Birth-rate  for  England  and  Wales  as  24*4  per  1,000  of  the 
population,  and  for  the  136  towns  in  which  Exeter  is  classed 
as  23’4  per  1,000. 


The  total  number  of  Deaths  registered  in  Exeter  during  Death-rate 
the  year  1911  was  797,  giving  a Death-rate  of  16'36  per  1,000. 

From  these  deaths,  however,  we  should  deduct  77  of  non- 
residents dying  in  Public  Institutions  in  the  district,  and  add 
the  deaths  of  53  residents  who  died  in  Public  Institutions 
and  elsewhere  beyond  the  district,  giving  a net  Death-rate  of 
15-87  per  1,000.

The  Public  Institutions  within  the  district  are  the  Boyal 
Devon  and  Exeter  Hospital,  the  City  and  St.  Thomas  Work- 

houses,  the  Eye  Infirmary,  the  Home  Hospital,  H.M.  Prison, 
and  West  of  England  Institution  for  the  Blind. 


The  Public  Institutions  outside  the  district  are  the  City 
Asylum  and  the  Sanatorium  or  Fever  Hospital. 

COKRECTE 1 ) DEATH-BATE. 

In  order  that  the  Death-rate  of  various  places  can  be 
fairly  compared,  it  is  essential  to  know  whether  the  respective 
populations  are  made  up  of  sexes  in  the  same  proportion,  and 
whether  they  contain  the  same  proportion  of  persons  in  the 
various  age  groups. 

To  correct  a Death-rate  for  age  and  sex  distribution  the 
Begistrar-General  has  published  Tables  giving  factors  by  which 
the  Death-rate  has  to  be  multiplied.  For  Exeter  the  factor  is 
*9526,  and  this  being  applied,  gives  a Death -pate 
connected  fon  age  and  sex  distribution  of 
15*11  per  1,000.

The  corrected  Death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  given 
for  the  year  1911  as  14*6  per  1,000. 

The  corrected  Death-rate  for  the  77  Great  Towns  was  16  4 
per  1,000,  and  in  the  136  Towns  in  which  Exeter  is  classed 
it  was  14*4  per  1,000. 

The  corrected  Death-rate  for  England  and  Wales  less  the

213  Towns  was  13T  per  1.000, 

The  corrected  Death-rate  for  Exeter  is  1*3  per  1,000 
below  the  77  Great  Towns,  and  is  0-7  above  that  for  the  136 
Towns  in  which  Exeter  is  included,  and  2-0  above  that  for 
England  and  Wales  less  the  213  Towns. 

INEANTILE  MORTALITY. 

The  number  of  Deaths  under  One  Year  of  Age  was  120, 

o 3 

the  number  of  Births  being  965,  this  gives  an  infant 
Mortality  Rate  of  124  per  1,000  Births,  as 

compared  with  96  for  the  previous  year. 

Although  the  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  has  increased  this 
year,  it  is  with  the  exception  of  the  two  previous  years  lower 
than  that  of  any  previous  year  on  record,  and  is  9 per  1,000 
Births  below  the  average  (133)  of  the  past  ten  years. 
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The  increase  in  the  Infantile  Mortality  is  largely  due  to 
the  epidemic  of  Measles,  end  to  the  increase  in  the  number 
of  deaths  from  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis.  I have  no  doubt 
that  climatic  influence  exercised  considerable  effect  on  the 
mortality-rate  for  the  two  previous  years,  and  that  the  hot 
Summer  and  Autumn  of  1911  tended  to  increase  the  deaths 
from  Diarrhoea.  I have  no  hesitation  in  testifying  to  the  value 
of  the  Notification  of  Births  Act  in  the  controlling  of  Infantile 
M ortality,  as  it  is  the  early  information  of  births  which  enables 
our  Health  Visitor  to  tender  advice  and  instruction  at  the 
beginning.  The  good  work  done  by  the  Ladies  of  the  Babies’ 
Welcome  Club  has  helped  to  contribute  to  this  result  in  the 
neighbourhood  where  their  work  and  influence  is  felt,  and  it 
would  be  very  desirable  if  similar  clubs  were  established  in 
other  parts  of  the  City, 


From  result  of  inquiries  by  the  Health  Visitor  I find  that 
the  mortality  among  hand-fed  infants  is  1-T4  per  cent.,  as 
compared  with  3 per  cent  of  breast-fed  infants.

DIPHTHERIA. 

The  number  of  cases  of  this  Disease  notified  was  37, 
of  whom  28  were  males  and  14  females.  This  gives  an  attack 
rate  of  *75  per  1,000  of  the  population. 

Of  the  37  notified  cases  33  were  confirmed,  and  3 not 
confirmed  by  bacteriological  examination,  and  1 was  not 
examined. 

28  cases  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  23  of  whom 
were  discharged  cured,  and  5 remained  under  treatment. 
(These  have  since  been  discharged  cured). 

The  37  cases  were  distributed  in  25  centres.  There  were 
20  houses  in  which  1 case  occurred.  3 in  which  2 cases 
occurred,  1 in  which  5 cases  occurred,  and  the  Hospital  from 
which  there  were  6 cases. 

Six  of  these  cases  were  undoubtedly  due  to  one  infection, 
that  of  a child  3J  years  old,  who  was  taken  to  two  Christmas 
parties  while  suffering  from  what  was  supposed  to  be  a bad 
cold,  but  which  was  a case  of  Diphtheria,  the  child  being 
afterwards  certified  as  suffering  from  this  disease  ; all  the 
other  members  of  the  family  (Father,  Mother,  Aunt,  and 
Sister)  contracted  the  disease,  also  1 child  in  each  of  the  two 
houses  visited. 

Many  of  the  cases  notified  during  the  past  year  have  been 
of  a very  mild  character,  and  if  it  had  not  been  for  bacteriological 
examination  would  not  have  been  notified. 
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T1  le  controlling  of  tliis  disease  will  always  be  difficult 
owing  to  the  number  of  unrecognised  mild  cases  chat  there 

O O 

must  be  going  about.  During  the  past  year  I have  had 
several  cases  which,  though  apparently  well  with  the  exception 
of  a slight  sore  throat,  have,  upon  bacteriological  examination, 
been  confirmed  as  suffering  from  Diphtheria. 

65  examinations  were  made  of  suspicious  sore  throats 
with  negative  result  in  each  case.  351  specimens  were 
examined  previous  to  the  discharge  of  notified  cases. 

Both  Diphtheria  Antitoxin  is  supplied  and  bacteriological 
examinations  made  free  of  cost  to  all  who  care  to  apply  or 
send  specimens  to  the  Health  Office  either  for  diagnostic  or 
prophylactic  purposes.  All  specimens  for  examination  are 
received  up  to  7.30  p.m.,  and  the  result  sent  to  the  Medical 
Attendant  the  following  day.  This  arrangement  is  of  great, 
convenience  to,  and  much  appreciated  by,  the  Medical  Profession.

Tiie  number  of  cases  notified  was  7,  of  whom  3 were 
males  and  4 females.  This  gives  an  attack  rate  of  *14  per 
1,000  of  the  population.  Six  of  the  cases  were  confirmed  by 
bacteriological  examination  and  one  was  not  examined. 

Six  cases  were  removed  to  the  Sanatorium,  of  whom  4 were 
discharged  cured,  1 died,  and  1 remained  under  treatment. 

All  the  cases  occurred  in  different  centres,  and  there  was 
no  common  cause  between  anv  of  them. 

In  two  cases  the  patients  had  partaken  of  cockles  within 

14  days  of  being  taken  ill,  and  in  my  opinion  there  is  no 
doubt  that  the  shell  fish  was  the  cause  of  the  disease. 


The  number  of  cases  notified  during  the  past  year  is  the 
lowest  on  record,  being  50  per  cent,  less  than  that  of  last 
year,  which  was  the  lowest  on  record.  This  more  than  ever 
confirms  the  opinion  I have  often  expressed  that  we  should 
have  no  Typhoid  in  Exeter ; but  unless  means  are  taken  to 
purify  the  shell-fish  taken  from  the  Estuaries  of  the  rivers 
in  the  neighbourhood  there  is  always  the  danger  of  an  outbreak 


of  this  disease.

of  this  year,  and  to  the  end  of  the  year  no  cases  were  notified. 

CEREBRO  SPINAL  FEVER  AND  ACUTE 

POLIOMYELITIS. 

These  diseases  became  notifiable  on  the  15th  of  October 
of  this  year,  and  no  cases  were  notified. 

On  the  28th  August,  information  was  received  from  Mr. 
Kingwell,  Sanitary  Inspector  to  the  Barnstaple  Rural  District 
Council,  that  a child  notified  to  be  suffering  from  Acute 
Poliomyelitis  was  in  Exeter  on  the  19th  instant.  Inquiries 
were  at  once  made  and  it  was  found  that  the  child  in 
question  had  come  to  Exeter  with  his  parents  for  a holiday 
from  Hannaford  Green,  Swimbridge,  near  Barnstaple.  On  the 
19th  August  the  child  was  unwell  before  leaving  his  home, 
and  became  worse  in  Exeter  where  he  was  medicallv  treated  ; 
he  was  taken  to  his  home  on  the  26th  instant.  I at  once 
took  every  precaution  to  prevent  any  spread  of  the  disease 
having  the  public  conveyance  in  which  the  child  was  taken 
to  the  railway  station  and  the  whole  of  the  premises  and 
bedding  disinfected,  with  the  result  that  there  was  no  further 
spread  of  the  disease, 
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PoiH)otifiable  Diseases, 


MEASLES. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  a severe  epidemic  of 
Measles,  with  57  deaths,  30  males  and  27  females-  It  is 
difficult  to  estimate  the  number  of  children  attacked  by  this 
disease,  but  from  the  returns  which  I received  from  the  School 
Medical  Officer  of  children  absent  from  school  for  one  week, 
and  the  number  of  deaths,  I should  say  that  there  were  nearly 
3,000  cases  of  this  disease  during  the  year. 

The  epidemic  commenced  in  January  and  continued  until 
April,  when  it  gradually  declined.  51  out  of  the  57  deaths 
were  under  5 years  of  age,  the  highest  mortality  being  between 
the  age  of  1 and  2 years. 

The  disease  was  of  a severe  type  attended  with  Bronchial 
Complications  ; the  deaths  were  largely  confined  to  the  children 
of  the  poorer  and  poorest  classes.  Again  it  has  been  noticed 
that  in  many  cases  the  deaths  of  children  occurred  among 


Measles. 
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those  who  were  nursed  in  the  common  living  room,  and  where 
the  cradle  is  generally  kept  on  the  lioor.  It  is  most  difficult 
to  get  parents  to  understand  that  children  suffering  from  this 
disease  must  be  kept  warm  and  away  from  draughts. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  co-operation  of  the  School  Medical 
Officer  has  greatly  assisted  in  lessening  the  deaths  of  children 
of  school  age.  In  my  opinion  the  information  obtained  through 
the  weekly  returns  of  children  absent  on  account  of  sickness 
has  materially  assisted  in  reducing  the  mortality  among 
children  of  school  age,  and  has  enabled  our  Health  Visitor  to 
get  into  touch  with  a large  number  of  cases  that  would 
otherwise  not  come  to  our  notice.  The  advantages  in  my 
opinion  far  outweigh  any  advantage  gained  by  the  closing  of 
the  schools  in  towns,  and  confirms  the  line  of  action  decided 
upon  by  the  School  Medical  Officer  and  myself  that  the  closing 
of  the  Elementary  Schools  was  unnecessary, 

The  measures  adopted  to  prevent  the  spread  of  the  disease 
were  the  same  as  in  the  previous  years.  All  known  cases 
were  visited  by  the  Health  Visitor  or  Nurse  who  assisted  in 
the  work,  leaflets  Advice  as  to  the  treatment  of  Measles  ” 
were  freely  distributed  throughout  the  poorer  parts  of  the 
City,  disinfectants  were  supplied  in  all  cases  of  need,  premises 
in  which  deaths  occurred,  and,  where  possible,  the  rooms  where 
cases  had  been  treated,  were  disinfected. 
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Considerable  difficulty  was  again  experienced  among  the 
poorer  classes  of  keeping  children  suffering  from  this  disease 
isolated  as  much  as  possible.

TUBERCULOSIS. 

The  number  of  deaths  registered  during  the  year  from 
the  various  forms  of  Tuberculosis  was  96,  divided  as  follows  : — 
69  from  Phthisis,  11  from  Tubercular  Meningitis,  1 from 
Tabes  Mesenterica,  and  15  from  other  forms  of  Tuberculosis. 

The  voluntary  notification  of  Phthisis,  as  far  as  the  City 
is  concerned,  has  again  been  a complete  failure,  no  case  being 
notified. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (TUBERCULOSIS)  REGULATIONS,  1908. 

At  the  commencement  of  the  year  we  had  26  cases 
remaining  from  the  previous  year,  1910.  During  the  year  3L 
fresh  cases  were  notified,  of  this  number  19  were  from  the 
City,  St.  Thomas,  Okehainpton,  and  St.  Marylebone  Work- 
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houses,  and  12  as  occurring  outside  the  Poor  Law  Institutions, 
making  57  cases  coming  under  the  Tuberculosis  Regulations, 
1908.  Of  these  12  died  and  21  left  the  City,  so  that  at 
the  end  of  the  year  we  have  24  cases  under  treatment. 

PUBLIC  HEALTH  (TUBERCULOSIS  IN  HOSPITALS) 

REGULATIONS,  1911. 

These  Regulations  came  in  force  on  the  1st  May,  and 
since  that  date  we  have  had  58  cases  notified,  10  of  these 
were  transferred  to  the  Authorities  under  whom  the  patients 
resided,  so  that  the  actual  number  of  patients  belonging  to  the 
City  was  43.  Of  these  14  died  and  1 left  the  City,  leaving 
28  patients  under  treatment. 

The  cases  were  notified  from  the  following  Institutions  : — 
Exeter  Dispensary,  43  ; Royal  Devon  and  Exeter  Hospital,  6 ; 
The  National  Hospital  for  Consumption,  St.  Lawrence,  3 ; and 
the  Western  Hospital,  Torquay,  1. 

Directly  we  receive  a.  notification  the  Health  Visitor  visits 
the  case  and  renders  what  assistance  she  can  in  the  way  of 
instructions  and  the  supplying  of  disinfectants  and  sputum 
cups  free  of  charge  ; where  it  has  been  possible,  in  cases  of 
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change  of  address,  I have  had  the  rooms  disinfected,  and  in 
all  cases  of  death  I insist  upon  the  rooms  being  sprayed  and 
cleansed. 

In  dealing  with  the  prevention  of  this  disease  arrange- 
ments have  been  made  whereby  the  sputum  from  any  suspected 
case  is  examined  free  of  cost  and  a report  sent  to  the 

Medical  Practitioner  in  attendance.  Immediately  a death  is 
registered  from  the  disease  the  Registrar  forwards  me  particulars, 
and  an  Inspector  is  sent  to  the  house  to  arrange  about 

disinfecting  the  premises  ; by  this  arrangement  I have  been 
able  to  have  every  house  in  which  a death  occurred  from 

Phthisis  or  Tuberculosis  disinfected. 

We  have  no  Sanatorium  or  Hospital  Accommodation  for 
the  treatment  of  Phthisis,  nor  do  we  reserve  any  beds  in  any 
Phthisis  Sanatorium  or  provide  portable  open  air  shelters  or 
tents. 

We  have  again  this  year  supplied  disinfectants  and 

disinfected  free  of  cost  to  all  who  applied,  and  in  63  cases 
the  premises  have  been  disinfected.  This  necessitated  the 
disinfection  of  100  rooms. 

Th©  Death-rate  from  Phthisis  for  th©  past 

year  was  1*42  per  1,000.  This  Death-rate  is  higher 

than  last  vear.

SUMMARY  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASES  AND 

ACTION  TAKEN. 

The  number  of  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever  shows  a decrease 
for  the  past  year  ; this  is  nothing  more  than  I expected, 
assuming  that  the  disease  followed  the  usual  Scarlet  Fever 
curve  for  the  City.  There  has  been  a considerable  decrease 
in  the  number  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  ; this  in  my  opinion  is 
largely  due  to  the  greater  care  that  is  exercised  in  the  treat- 
ment of  sore  throats  and  nasal  catarrh,  and  to  the  Greater 
use  made  of  the  free  bacteriological  examination  of  these  cases. 
The  free  examination  largely  conduces  to  the  control  of  this 
disease,  especially  by  recognition  of  those  cases  which,  but  for 
this  examination,  would  be  treated  as  a slight  cold.  The  great 

O O 
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diminution  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever  leads 
me  to  hope  that  before  many  years  have  passed  this  disease 
will  almost  be  unknown  in  the  City.  I feel  more  than  ever 
convinced  that  the  danger  from  this  disease  is  largely  due  to 
outside  influences  and  not  to  those  over  which  the  Sanitary 
Authority  has  control. 

T1  ae  action  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  Infectious 
Diseases  consists  in  renderings  all  the  assistance  we  can  to 

O 

Medical  Men  in  attendance  on  suspected  cases  by  providing- 
free  examination  of  specimens  of  suspected  cases  of  Typhoid 
Fever,  Diphtheria,  and  Phthisis,  the  supplying  of  Antitoxin 
for  the  treatment  of  cases  of  Diphtheria  and  disinfectants  in 
all  cases,  the  removal  of  all  cases  of  notifiable  disease 
where  the  necessary  isolation  could  not  be  provided  at  home, 
and  for  this  cause  we  have  removed  87  per  cent,  of  the  cases 
of  Scarlet  Fever,  85  per  cent,  of  the  cases  of  Typhoid  Fever, 
and  75  per  cent,  of  the  cases  of  Diphtheria.  We  have 
examined  128  specimens  for  suspected  Diphtheria,  11  for 
suspected  Typhoid  Fever,  9 for  Phthisis,  and  544  specimens 
previous  to  patient’s  discharge  from  Diphtheria.  In  all  cases 
of  Diphtheria  I am  insisting  upon  three  clear  swabs  before  the 
patient  is  considered  free  from  infection. 
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Information  is  sene  to  the  schools,  librarians,  and  School 
Medical  Officer  of  all  cases  notified  to  me.  The  School  Medical 


Officer  sends  me  a weekly  list  of  all  children  absent  on  account 
of  illness  or  supposed  illness  ; this  list  is  of  the  greatest 
assistance  in  the  checking  of  Infectious  Disease,  as  from  these 
returns  we  are  able  to  decide  what  children  shall  be  looked 


up  bv  the  Health  Visitor  or  Inspector.

We  are  pleased  to  say  that  during  the  past  year  the 
trouble  from  cross  infection  iias  been  very  little. 

The  want  of  an  observation  block  has  again  been  felt, 
but  after  the  public-spirited  way  in  which  the  Council  have 
treated  our  recommendation  with  regard  to  increasing  the 
accommodation,  we  feel  that  all  the  trouble  from  this  source 
will  soon  be  at  an  end. 


Plans  for  increased  accommodation  have  been  approved  bv 
the  Local  Government  Board,  and  a Local  Government  Inquiry 
for  a loan  of  £15,500  for  the  erection  and  equipment  of  the 
buildings  has  been  held,  so  that  we  hope  that  the  work  of 
erecting  the  new  buildings  will  soon  be  in  hand. 
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In  Miss  Marion  Jones  we  have  a most  efficient  Matron, 
and  we  have  great  pleasure  in  testifying  to  the  excellent  way 
in  which  she  discharges  her  duties. 

To  the  Nursing  Staff  we  are  indebted  for  their  kind  and 
careful  treatment  of  the  patients  under  their  charge. 

Mr.  W.  J.  Wreford  takes  a great  interest  in  the  Institution, 
and  his  work  there  is  of  great  value  and  assistance  to  us.

SEWAGE. 

The  whole  of  the  Sewage  of  the  City  is  dealt  with  by 
bacteriological  treatment  on  the  Septic  Tank  System.  I am 
pleased  to  say  that  there  have  been  very  few  complaints  from 
the  works. 

The  City  Surveyor  has  carried  out  considerable  improve- 
ments on  the  works  which  have  greatly  improved  the  final 
filtrate.  The  whole  of  the  deposit  taken  from  the  tanks  is 
deposited  on  land  adjoining  the  works,  and  during  the  progress 
of  removing  this  deposit  we  have  had  no  complaint  of  any 
nuisance  arising  therefrom. 

o 
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HOUSE  DRAINAGE. 

The  drainage  of  the  City  is  by  the  Water  Carriage 

System,  and  the  house  drainage  is  in  a fairly  satisfactory  state. 
Special  attention  is  given  to  this  work,  and  during  the  past 

year  170  drains  have  been  tested  with  the  water  test,  and 

196  with  the  smoke  test. 

The  drains  of  44  houses  have  been  relaid  and  40  have 
been  repaired,  trapped,  and  ventilated.  A large  amount  of 
work  has  again  been  carried  out  in  the  way  of  improving 
W.C.’s  and  in  the  paving  of  couityards  with  cement  concrete. 

REMOVAL  AND  DISPOSAL  OF  HOUSE  REFUSE. 

This  is  carried  out  by  the  Council  by  direct  labour,  and 
in  most  parts  of  the  City  is  removed  daily,  and  the  suburban 
parts  twice  weekly.  A second  daily  collection  is  made  from 
all  places  where  trade  refuse  is  likely  to  become  offensive. 

This  work  is  carried  out  in  a satisfactory  manner,  and  there 
have  been  no  complaints. 

The  disposal  of  the  refuse  is  carried  out  by  the  Council, 
who  sell  it  to  farmers  in  the  immediate  neighbourhood,  and 
deliver  same  by  traction  engine  at  a very  cheap  rate.  This 
system  has  not  had  sufficient  trial  for  me  to  say  whether  it 


is  a success  or  not. 
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WATER. 

The  policy  of  the  Council  with  regard  to  its  Water  supply 
cannot  be  better  illustrated  than  by  taking  the  working  of 
the  past  year,  when  during  the  whole  of  the  year  the  supply, 
three  million  gallons  per  day,  was  maintained,  and  on  no 
occasion  was  it  required  to  turn  the  water  oft.  Considering 
that  forty  gallons  per  head  for  Domestic  Purposes  and  ten 
gallons  for  Trade  Purposes  were  pumped  into  the  City  each

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HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  ACTS  AND

I regret  to  say  that  very  little  has  been  done  with  regard 
to  the  Unhealthy  Areas  mentioned  in  my  last  year’s  Report, 
but  I have  no  doubt  that  before  long  the  erection  of  the 
additional  houses  recommended  bv  the  Board  will  be  in  hand 


and  that  we  shall  see  the  whole  of  the  unsanitary  houses 
cleared  away. 


HOUSING  (INSPECTION  OF  DISTRICTS) 
REGULATIONS,  1910. 

In  the  past  year  we  have  done  a considerable  amount 
of  good  work  under  these  Regulations,  and  have  been  able  to 
inspect  712  Houses  ; of  this  number  115  were  Houses  Let  in 
Lodgings. 

o o 

During  the  inspection  it  was  found  that  the  windows  of 
many  of  the  houses  did  not  open  at  all,  and  in  a large 
number  the  top  sashes  were  fixed.  The  defects  revealed  by 
the  inspection  were  not  of  such  a character  as  to  render  the 
houses  unfit  for  occupation,  but  it  did  enable  us  to  insist 
upon  many  improvements  in  the  way  of  ventilation  by  the 
provision  of  light  and  air  in  many  of  the  rooms,  paving  of 
yards,  cleansing  of  dirty  rooms,  and  increased  water  closet 
accommodation. 
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The  result  of  the  712  inspections  necessitated  no  less 
than  685  different  repairs.

SCHOOLS. 

Medical  Inspection  of  Schools  is  undertaken  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer.  The  sanitary  condition  and  the  water  supply 
of  the  Public  Elementary  Schools,  including  the  one  I com- 
mented on  in  my  last  Report,  are  in  a satisfactory  condition. 
The  action  taken  to  prevent  the  spread  of  infectious  disease 
is  at  once  to  advise  the  School  Medical  Officer  of  all  cases 
notified  and  other  cases  occurring  amongst  the  children,  and 
of  their  removal  to  the  Infectious  Hospital  ; whilst  the  School 
Medical  Officer  sends  me  a weekly  return  of  all  children  absent 
on  account  of  illness,  and  when  children  attending  school  are 
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suspected  of  suffering  from  infectious  disease  the  case  is  at 
once  notified  to  me  through  the  School  Medical  Officer.  This 
system  appears  to  work  fairly  well,  and  has  been  the  means 
of  detecting  cases  that  might  have  otherwise  escaped  notice. 

COMMON  LODGING  HOUSES. 

The  three  Common  Lodging  Houses  in  the  City  are  under 
the  control  of  the  Police,  and  are  regularly  inspected  by  them 
and  the  Sanitary  Officers.  They  are  in  compliance  with  the 
Regulations  of  the  Model  Bve-laws,  and  no  cases  of  infectious 

o J J 

disease  have  occurred  in  them. 

SLAUGHTER  HOUSES. 

At  the  beginning  of  the  year  there  were  nine  Private 
Slaughter  Houses  within  the  City  arid  a Public  Abattoir,  but 
during  the  year  one  of  the  Private  Slaughter  Houses  has  been 
demolished,  so  that  at  the  present  time  we  have  only  eight.  The 
Private  Slaughter  Houses  are  under  constant  supervision,  and  we 
have  no  trouble  in  controlling  the  same  ; they  are  kept  in  accordance 
with  the  Bye-laws,  and  from  the  numerous  calls  we  have  had 
from  the  occupiers  of  these  Slaughter  Houses  to  inspect 
carcases,  I have  every  reason  to  believe  that  they  are  anxious 
to  carry  on  their  business  in  a straightforward  and  honest 


manner.

From  the  experience  gained  during  the  past  year  in  the 
inspection  of  carcases  at  the  Public  Abattoir  and  Private 
Slaughter  Houses  I am  still  more  convinced  that  all  animals 
intended  for  human  food  should  be  subjected  to  a uniform 
Standard  of  inspection. 

In  dealing  with  Tuberculosis,  the  recommendations  of  the 
Royal  Commission  are  adhered  to.  Most  of  the  carcases  con- 
demned on  account  of  this  disease  were  in  excellent  condition, 
and  this  shows  that  the  only  way  to  eradicate  the  disease  is  by 
combating  it  in  the  live  animal,  and  commencing  the  inspection 
at  the  farm.

HOUSES  LET  IN  TENEMENTS. 

We  have  177  houses  registered  under  the  Bye-laws  for 
Houses  Let  in  Lodgings ; the  whole  of  the  houses  have  been 
inspected,  115  being  inspected  under  The  Housing  (Inspection 
of  Districts)  Regulations,  1910. 

Many  of  the  houses  are  occupied  by  people  of  the  very 
lowest  class ; the  mode  of  living  of  this  class  of  people  is  so 
well  known  to  Sanitarians  that  I need  not  describe  them;  they 
are  a terror  to,  the  landlords  and  a continual  source  of  trouble 
to  the  Sanitary  Authorities. 
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OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

We  have  four  offensive  trades  within  the  City,  namely  — 
two  Fellmongers  and  Tanners,  one  Soap  Boiler,  and  one  Bone 
Boiler  ; all  have  been  conducted  satisfactorily,  and,  with  few 
exceptions,  without  complaints. 

BAKEHOUSES. 

There  are  56  Bakehouses  in  the  City,  three  of  which  are 
underground  and  nine  are  factories.  During  the  past  year 
five  of  this  number  have  been  void,  so  that  the  number  in 
occupation  was  only  51. 

The  majority  of  the  Bakehouses  are  kept  in  a good  con- 
dition, but  there  are  a few  that  require  considerable  attention. 
In  29  cases  it  was  found  necessary  to  serve  notices  that  the 
walls  and  ceilings  had  not  been  cleaused  or  limewashed  within 
the  time  required  by  the  Act. 

DAIRIES,  MILKSHOPS,  AND  COWSHEDS. 

The  greater  portion  of  the  milk  used  in  the  City  comes 
from  farms  situated  outside  the  City  boundaries,  and  is 
delivered  by  horse  and  trap  twice  daily  ; one  firm  has  some 
milk  consigned  to  them  bv  rail.  We  have  no  control  over 
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the  cowsheds  outside  the  City,  and  although  we  are  only 
insisting  upon  a moderate  standard  of  sanitary  requirements 
within  the  district,  I find  the  tendency  is  for  cowkeepers  to 
go  outside  the  City  boundary. 

We  have  19  Cowsheds,  47  Dairies,  110  Milkshops,  and  6 
Purveyors  of  Milk.  The  Cowsheds  within  the  City  are  now 
in  a fair  condition,  and  the  Dairies  are  satisfactory.  While 
we  have  many  excellent  milkshops,  many  of  which  are 
used  as  general  shops  for  the  sale  of  all  kinds  of  articles,  these 
cannot  be  considered  suitable  places  for  the  sale  of  milk, 
and  I think  the  time  has  come  when  it  should  be  insisted 
upon  that  only  certain  articles  should  be  sold  from  a 
milkshop. 

During  the  past  year  70  samples  of  New  Milk,  11  samples 
of  Scald  Milk,  and  7 samples  of  Cream  have  been  submitted 
for  analysis,  with  the  result  that  19  samples  of  New  Milk 
and  2 samples  of  Scald  Milk  have  bean  found  adulterated. 
In  only  one  sample  of  milk  was  any  preservative  found.

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SALE  OF  FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT. 

During  the  past  year  171  samples  were  submitted  to  the 
Public  Analyst,  with  the  result  that  25  were  returned  as 
adulterated. 

In  only  two  cases  was  preservative  found  to  be  used  ; 
one  in  a Sample  of  Milk,  which  was  found  to  contain 
3’5  grains  of  Boric  Acid  per  pint,  the  Vendor  was  summoned 
and  fined  £1  and  costs  ; the  other  case  was  in  a Sample  of 
Sausages  which  contained  52'5  grains  of  Boric  Acid  per  lb., 
and  the  Vendor  was  summoned  and  fined  £2  and  costs. 

Six  Samples  of  Milk  were  submitted  for  examination  for 
Tubercle,  with  negative  results.

Medical  Officer  of  Health’s  Annual  Beport  ; 


The  reason  for  this  investigation  was  that  in  the  cases  of  Nos. 
56  and  57,  where  the  fat  was  only  2 82  per  cent.,  and  in  No.  77, 
where  the  fat  was  only  2'91  per  cent.,  ihe  Banner  alleged  that  the 
Milk  was  sold  as  taken  from  the  Cows.  Arrangements  were  made 
for  the  herd  to  be  milked  in  the  presence  of  the  Inspector,  who, 
upon  seeing  the  herd  milked,  took  exception  to  the  method  adopted 
in  milking,  the  practice  being  to  allow  a portion  of  the  Milk  to 
remain  in  the  Udders  of  several  of  the  Cows  for  the  purpose  of 
suckling  Calves. 


MID  WIVES’  ACT. 

There  are  14  Midwives  on  the  Begister,  all  of  whom  are 
practising  in  the  City.  Eight  of  these  are  Trained  Midwives> 
and  certified  by  the  Central  Midwives’  Board  ; six  are 
registered  by  reason  of  their  being  in  practice  prior  to  the 
Act  coming  into  force. 

During  the  past  year  40  Still  Births  were  recorded,  18  by 
Certified  Midwives,  and  22  by  Medical  Men.  Notices  of 
sending  for  medical  assistance  weie  received  in  31  cases, 
death  of  child  in  one  case,  and  change  of  address  in  two 


cases. 
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NOTIFICATION  OF  BIRTHS  ACT,  1907. 

This  Act  was  adopted  by  the  Council,  and  came  into 
force  on  the  13th  January,  1908. 

During  the  year  notifications  were  received  of  1.035 
Births  (including  40  Still  Births). 

From  inquiries  made,  320  Births  were  attended  by  Medical 
Men,  639  by  Certified  Mid  wives,  20  bv  Uncertified  Mid  wives 
in  emergency  cases,  one  was  unattended,  and  15  Births  took 
place  in  the  Workhouses. 

Of  the  Still  Births,  in  22  cases  a Medical  Man  was  in 
attendance,  and  in  18  cases  Midwives.

Gentlemen, 

I have  again  the  honour  of  submitting  for  your  con- 
sideration my  Annual  Report  upon  the  work  done  during 
the  year  1911. 

The  work  accomplished  indicates  the  continuance  of  the 
steady  progress  of  former  years.  I find  that  much  can  be 
accomplished  by  moral  persuasion,  especially  in  the  way  of 
getting  the  various  Bye-laws  and  Regulations  carried  out. 

HEALTH  VISITOR. 

During  the  past  year  we  have  had  a change  in  our 
Health  Visitor,  Miss  G.  Hewer,  of  Cambridge,  succeeding 
Miss  Weaver,  who  was  with  us  four  years  and  who  was  so 
well  liked  amongst  the  poorer  classes,  being  appointed  to  a 
similar  position  at  Portsmouth. 
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The  work  during  the  first  half  of  the  yeai  was  very  heavy 
on  account  of  a severe  epidemic  of  Measles,  but  I am 
pleased  to  say  that  this  work  materially  helped  to  keep 
down  the  Infantile  Mortality,  which  is  this  year  one  death 
in  every  eight  births. 

The  work  carried  out  by  these  Ladies  again  shows  the 
value  of  their  assistance  in  dealing  with  the  class  of 
inhabitants  which  it  is  so  difficult  to  get  at  in  the 
ordinary  way. 

Mi  ss  G.  Hewer  has  rendered  valuable  aid  to  the  Babies’ 

Welcome  Club,  and  I think  that  this  is  time  well  spent,  and 

trust  the  Council  will  see  their  way  to  increase  their  grant 

« 

to  this  Club,  which  is  doing  such  excellent  work  in  the 

locality  from  which  its  members  are  drawn  ; and  I hope 

before  long  we  shall  have  one  institution  of  this  class  which 

will  deal  with  babies  and  mothers  from  all  parts  of  the 
City. 

During  the  year  2,211  visits  were  paid  with  regard  to 
the  care  of  Infants,  138  visits  to  cases  of  Notified  Phthisis, 

36  visits  with  regard  to  disinfection  after  deaths  from 


Phthisis,  and  335  sundrv  visits.

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PUBLIC  ABATTOIR  AND  PRIVATE  SLAUGHTER 


HOUSES. 


At  the  beginning  of  the  year  we  had  nine  Registered 
Private  Slaughter  Houses  and  no  Licensed  Slaughter  Houses 

O D 

in  the  City,  but  one  of  the  Registered  Private  Slaughter 
Houses  has  been  demolished,  so  that  we  have  eight  at  the 
present  time.  We  have  a regular  system  of  inspection,  at 
irregular  times,  of  these  places,  and  there  is  no  difficulty  in 
controlling  them;  the  occupiers  are  always  willing  to  comply 
with  any  suggestions  I have  to  make,  and  from  the  number 
of  requisitions  I have  received  to  inspect  carcases  or  organs 
which  show  abnormal  signs  I have  every  reason  to  believe 
that  the  occupiers  endeavour  to  use  these  places  in  a 
straightforward  legitimate  manner. 

O o 


In  some  of  the  slaughter  houses  the  occupiers  have  had 
printed  notices  posted  that  the  attention  of  the  Sanitary 
Authority  is  to  be  at  once  drawn  to  any  abnormal  signs  in 
the  carcase  or  organs. 

During  the  past  year  the  carcases  of  1 Cow,  1 Steer, 
1 Bull  and  4 Pigs  were  surrendered  on  account  of 
Generalised  Tuberculosis,  in  each  case  the  animal  was  in 
first  class  condition,  and  it  was  only  after  slaughter  that 
the  disease  could  be  detected. 
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The  Public  Abattoir  is  used  by  a considerable  number 
of  butchers,  and  is  well  kept.  The  Caretaker  is  most 
attentive  to  his  duties  and  has  kept  me  well  informed  of  all 

doubtful  cases  that  require  special  inspection. 

« 

The  number  of  animals  seized  on  account  of  Generalised 
Tuberculosis  is  much  larger  than  that  of  last  year,  owing  to 
the  number  of  pigs  which  have  been  seized.  The  Standard 

adopted  in  the  inspection  of  carcases  is  that  recommended  by 
the  Royal  Commission.  1 find  that  by  adopting  the 

Commission’s  Standard  for  pigs  the  tendency  is  for  farmers 

and  dealers  to  have  their  pigs  killed  outside  the  City,  where 

they  are  not  subjected  to  any  inspection.  From  the  very  slight 
evidence  of  this  disease  shown  in  many  of  the  carcases  I 
have  examined  during  the  past  year  I think  some  other 
standard  will  have  to  be  adopted. 

Taking  the  number  of  cattle  (cows,  heifers,  steers,  and 
bulls)  slaughtered  in  the  Private  Slaughter  Houses  and  at  the 
Public  Slaughter  Houses,  and  those  condemned  on  account 
of  Generalised  Tuberculosis,  I find  that  it  works  out  about

COWSHEDS,  DAIRIES,  AND  MILKSHOPS.

The  19  Cowsheds,  47  Dairies,  110  Milkshops,  and  6 

premises  of  Purveyors  of  Milk  have  been  inspected  and  kept 
in  accordance  with  the  Regulations,  The  Cowsheds  within 

the  district  are  in  a satisfactory  condition.  The  standard 
requirements  adopted  for  Cowsheds  are  800  cubic  feet  of 
space  and  60  feet  of  floor  space  for  each  animal,  with 

windows  equal  in  area  to  one-eighteenth  of  floor  space  and 
ventilating  gratings  of  not  less  than  1 foot  of  inlet  and 

outlet  for  each  cow.  The  length  of  bed  for  cow  is  not  to 
exceed  5 feet  9 inches  from  feeding  trough  to  edge  of  gutter,

which  is  2 feet  wide  and  kept  6 inches  below  the  bed.  I 
find  this  construction  answers  very  well  and  is  approved  by 
the  majority  of  the  cow  keepers. 
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FACTORIES  AND  WORKSHOPS. 

During  the  past  year  750  visits  were  made  in  the 
inspection  of  Factories,  Workshops,  and  Workplaces. 

We  received  87  lists  from  Finns  employing  Outworkers  ; 
these  lists  contained  the  names  of  555  persons  employed  as 
Outworkers;  213  visits  were  made  to  the  premises  where 
home  work  is  carried  on. 

Fifty-eight  defects  were  found  and  remedied,  and  11 
cases  were  referred  to  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories. 

OFFENSIVE  TRADES. 

The  four  Offensive  Trades  have  been  carried  on  without 
cause  of  complaint,  and  the  premises  are  kept  in  a 
satisfactory  condition. 

HOUSING  OF  THE  WORKING  CLASSES  AND 
HOUSING,  TOWN  PLANNING,  &a,  ACT. 

We  commenced  the  inspection  under  The  Housing,  Town 
Planning,  &c.,  Act  in  the  last  month  of  1910.  and  during 
the  past  year  have  been  able  to  inspect  712  houses,  of  which 
115  were  Houses  Let  in  Lodgings.  The  inspection  revealed

defects  in  308  Houses;  of  this  number  270  have  been  remedied, 
2 have  been  voluntarily  closed,  and  36  are  in  hand. 

The  defects  were  of  such  a character  that  with  the 
necessary  alterations  the  houses  could  be  made  reasonably

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Vital  Statistics, 


fit  for  occupation,  and  in  the  majority  of  cases  the  Owners 
readily  complied  with  the  same. 

I find  that  there  is  a diminution  of  the  number  of 
inhabitants  in  the  slum  areas,  indicating  that  the  better  class 
of  inhabitants  had  gone  into  a better  neighbourhood. 

There  are  a large  number  of  houses  hying  void  in  the 
City  owing  to  its  being  overbuilt  during  the  past  ten  years, 
and  we  now  have  many  building  estates  uncompleted  owing 
to  this  cause. 


LEGAL  PROCEE  DINGS. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  during  the  past  year  no  Legal 
Proceedings  had  to  be  taken,  except  in  nine  cases  under  The 
Sale  of  Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

I append  a Summary  of  Work  done  during  the  year. 

In  conclusion,  I beg  to  thank  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Sanitary  Committee  for  the  interest  and  support  they 
have  given  me  in  carrying  out  my  duties. 

My  thanks  are  again  due  to  the  Town  Clerk,  the  Medical 
Officers  of  Health,  the  Surveyor,  and  the  other  Officials  for  their 
assistance,  and  particularly  to  the  Members  of  my  own  Staff 
for  the  loyal  support  and  hearty  co-operation.
